Estrada records the common nane "petrea" for members of this 
genus in Cuba, and Daniel records "pluma de reina" for them in 
Antioquia, Colombia. The Vogl 1520 distributed to herbaria as a 
Petrea is actually Tetrapteris discolor (G. F. W. Mey.) DC. in 
the Malpighiaceae . 

On pages 2 and 12 of my original monograph of Petrea (1931*) I 
gave "1895” as the date of publication of Engl. Sc Prantl, Nat. 
Pflanzenfam. 1* (3a): 158, but the date apparently should be 
"I 89 I*". Similarly, on pages 2, 22, 28, 32, 33, 36, 161 179, 180, 
182, 201*, and 206 I dated Jacks., Ind. Kew. 2: 1*77—1*70 as "1895" 
when it should have been **l89U n instead.
